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Attachment to Advisory Action: 

The applicant argued that there be motivation to modify or combine reference teaching 
means that establishing a prima facie case of obviousness involves more than simply piecing 
together different elements of prior art references. 

This argument is not persuasive because for a finding of obviousness within the meaning 
of 103, the references themselves need not explicitly suggest the combination of their features 
where all the references pertain to the same field of endeavor. The test is what the combined 
teachings of the references, taken collectively would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in 
the art (see Cable elec. Prods., Inc. V. Genmark, Inc., 770 F.2d 1015, 1025, 226 USPQ 881, 886- 
87 (Fed. Cir. 1985 and In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 425, 208 USPQ 871, 881 (CCPA 1981)). 

Applicant argued that subject matter claimed in each of independent claim 6 and 12 
provide a device and method that overcomes at least such shortcomings of the prior art and are 
advantageous over the prior art by at least: (1) preventing excessive heating of a cleaning 
solution (2) reducing an amount of time that the cleaning solution is heated; (3) reducing and/or 
eliminating time between oxidation of the cleaning solution and cleaning of the wafer; and (4) 
reducing a cleaning processing time, while preventing corrosion of e.g., a metal layer. 

This argument is not persuasive because Nishizawa et al reference is capable of providing 
these results, since it disclose that a light source inside or out side of the chamber for heating and 
drying the substrate in the spinning means (see col. 2, lines 45-47). Further, Franca et al disclose 
the configuration of the optical systems may be chosen to achieve the most uniform beam and 
energy density at the wok surface (see col. 4, lines 18-22). Therefore, using focusing lens of 
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Franca et al would provide uniform beam and energy density, which rapidly heat the surface or 
the cleaning solution. 

Applicant's arguments filed January 3, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
